SAN DIEGO’S OIL BOOM. 

Entire Surface of the Bay Covered by 
Claims. 

San Diego.—Though one of the last 
of the southern counties to begin pros¬ 
pecting for oil, San Diego is doing it 
with a vengeance now and by filings 
the last of the surface of the bay itself 
was taken up by placer mining claims. 
The work of sinking the first well since 
the present excitement commenced will 
be begun at once. Ninety-nine hun¬ 
dredths of the claims filed either on 
the land or on the water where there 
are oil indications and where there are 
none, have been made with an idea 
that if oil is struck anywhere in the 
county, it will be well to have some 
sort of control oyer some land which 
may prove to be oil land. For that 
reason a large acreage of land has been 
leased by speculators who hope to reap 
a reward if oil is struck anywhere 
within the boundaries of the county,

LEYDS OUT OF FAVOR. 

Bofr Agent Reported to Have Deceived 
the Two Presidents. 

New York.—The correspondent of 
the Sun interviewed Dr. Levds, the 
diplomatic agent of the Transvaal, on 
the present situation in South Africa. 
Tx>yds said it was decided months ago 
to abandon Pretoria. The fortifica¬ 
tions were not prepared for the defense 
of the city, and it would require too 
many troops. Besides it would not 
leave any men to harass Rolterts’ rear 
and line of communication. The effect 
of the occupation, Loyds said, was nil. 

Despite his declarations, I-ieyds’ posi¬ 
tion is becoming untenable. It is gen¬ 
erally believed here that he wilfully 
deceived the Presidents of the two 
Boer republics by telling them that 
European intervention was sure to come. 
Interest in the war here is declining. 

Dairy Notes. 

It seems hard for some farmers to 
realize tho fact that in the making 
of a first-class article of butter the 
beginning is in the stable. Accumula¬ 
tions of tilth in the stables, moldincss 
in the foot! or tilth of any kind will 
make it impossible to make the best 
quality of butter, no matter what tho 
treatment of the milk and cream may 
be afterward. 

No particular plan of butter making 
will he found best for all. Difference 
in conditions will often make consider¬ 
able difference in tho plan of manage¬ 
ment that it will be best to follow. 

Using a poor quality of salt will 
often cause trouble with the butter, 
and particularly so if it. is coarse 
grained, that it cannot he well or 
rather thoroughly incorporated with 
tho butter. 

Economy should always be consid¬ 
ered. If choice butter can be produced 
j more easily or at less cost in one way 
i than in another it is certainly good 
economy to try that method. Profit is 
! the principal object sought and the 
profit is the one to be followed.

A correspondent says there !* a “cry¬ 
ing need” in this country of a 75-cent 
piece. He believes the m nting of such 
a coin would stimulate trade, for. ac¬ 
cording to him. the consumer Is struck 
more forcibly by the cos: of a 75-#-nt 
garment when he hands over for it half 
a dollar and a quarter dollar, being 
two coins, than be would be were be to 
hand over a 73--ent piece. This is not 
a convincing argument, and the Chi¬ 
cago Tribune thinks It Is not inclined 
to agitate for the new coin, as the cor¬ 
respondent wishes It to. With the 1. 5. 
10. 25 and 5*1 cent pieces it is easy to 
make change even when buying 39-cent 
and 4&-eent articles, of which there 
seems to be about as many as there are 
75-cent article*. There used to be 
3-cent, 5-cent and 2»j-cent silver anl 
3-cent nickel pieces. Their coinage has 
been discontinue-] because it was found 
they answered no good purpose. Dur¬ 
ing the fractional currency era 13-cent 
sbicpLasters were put ‘n circulation. It 
wss claimed that they would be quite 
useful because there were so many ar¬ 
ticles which cost just 15 cents. The 
public did not take kindly to tbem. 
however. The silver dollar is too heavy 
to please the people The weight of the 
half-dollar they do not complain of. It 
is possible they might not find fault 
with the weight of 75-cent pieces, 
though for a time they would confuse 
them with halves and dollar*. There 
is absolutely no popular demand for 
this new coin, however. It never has 
occurred to anybody, except this corre¬ 
spondent. that a man will spend a 75- 
cent piece with less rein-tanee than a 
half and a quarter dollar. 


Distance Apart of Corn Hills. 

When we were young we were taught 
to make the furrows for corn hills four 
feet apart each way, but later on we 
decided that 3*4 feet each way was bet¬ 
ter, as giving many more hills to the 
acre, and afterward when truck farm¬ 
ing we put sweet com 3U4 feet apart 
one way and three the other for all but 
the large evergreen varieties, and we 
found it to produce just as many ears 
to the hill and to fill them out just as 
well as when we used more spac-e. We 
manured liberally, had the wide rows 
run nearly north and south to let the 
sun in, and used the cultivator only 
one way. The difference between the 
last method and the first one was the 
difference between 10 square fec-t to a 
hill and ID* square fc-ot. or we had 
3.7*57 hills to the acre instead of 2.722, 
a gain of 1,005 hills oi nearly a half 
acre. Wc- never weighed the crop or 
counted the.ears to know the actual 
gain in production, hut our observation 
convinced us that there was a gain in 
the closer planting. If anyone has 
made or will make the test carefully 
to know the exact results we should 
be glad to publish it. but we shall stipu¬ 
late that it must be on god soil made 
rich enough to produce a good crop and 
shall be well cared for.—American Cul¬ 
tivator.

Value of Shale Trees. 

Trees have a distinct value on a place 
and add greatly to the enjoyment of 
the farm as a home ami also to its sell¬ 
ing value. The worth of a well grown 
tree will differ In different localities, of 
course, and there are’ few places in 
the west, comparatively treeless as the 
prairies are. where trees are worth as 
much as in the Eastern States. 1st a 
recent lawsuit in Niagara County. New 
York, a row of shade trees had been 
destroyed In front of a country home 
by the building of a trolley line, and 
expert testimony was called to settle 
their value. The trees had been plant¬ 
ed twenty-six years and were mostly 
maple. Tlie testimony showed thir¬ 
teen of them to be worth £100 each, 
nine were worth $»15 each and a few 
others were appraised at S125 each. 
These values were not reduced by the 
testimony of the defendant company 
that had destroyed the trees. As a 
country grows older adornments of this 
kind beeoiiie more valuable* because 
more appreciated anti it would lie hard 
to predict what a good, well-located 
shade tree would be worth twenty-six 
years hence.

below 05 degrees in the room where 
the bird is kept, and, if necessary, a 
covering should be put over the cage, 
except a small portion, at night.

When these 
are not easily procurable an excellent 
substitute is found by planting German 1 
black rape seeds in a pot The canary ■ 
is extremely fond of the little plants 1 
that soon spring up.

Hemp seed is objectionable, as it tends 
to fatten the bird and thus spoil its ■ 
song. If fed on proper food, kept in 
••lean cages and given shelter from 
draughts, disease rarely makes its ap 
pearance.”

ARIZONA GIRL NOT AFRAID TO 
PURSUE APACHES. 

There Arc ^calpe to Her Credit,Though 
She Did Not Remove Them from 
Her Fallen Foe*— How an Assassina¬ 
tion Was Avenged.

A plucky girl is Miss Rlioda Riggs. 
At the head of a detachment of cavalry 
and with the escort of cowboys from 
the Riggs ranch, she pluckily pursued 
the Indians for five days and shot three 
1 of their number. 

This exciting adventure was the re¬ 
sult of the recent treacherous kiliiug of 
J. D. Mack, a prospector In Pinera 
I Canyon, Arizona. He was shot from 
| ambush by an Apache of theChiricahua 
tribe, one of half a dozen who, in war 
1 paint, were out for murder and plun¬ 
der. They took his ammunition, rific 
and six-shooter and left him, as they 
thought, dead. He then painfully 
dragged his bleeding body over the 
sharp rocks of the trail to the Riggs 
ranch, where he knew he would re- 
1 ceive kindly care, for Miss ltiggs had 
often spoken cheering words to liiui 
when he came to her ranch after a 
fruitless search for gold in the moun¬ 
tains. 

She hoard Ills erics early In the morn¬ 
ing, and, dressing hurriedly, ran down 
the trail In the direction the moans 
came from.

It would not 
do for us to move, because we could 
not Are at such long range with six- 
shooters, and tiie soldiers could not tig- 
ure out who killed tiie lone Apaclie 
they were trailing.

“If tho contractor who gets the Job 
was aware that his bid is oftentimes 
$1,000 below that of the one next above 
him, and this on a comparatively small 
Job, he would Immediately institute a 
search and find where he had made 
the mistake, thus having an opportu¬ 
nity of failing to qualify to complete 
the Job. Tills privilege Is often denied 
the bidder, however, and he gets well 
along with his work before the fact 
dawns upon him that he is on a losing 
venture. It is then too late to go back 
on the Job, and the result is that the 
party who Is doing the building and 
the contractors also are losers, aud this 
because of the natural Inclination of 
the contractor to shirk !n order not to 
lose any more than he is absolutely 
obliged to in order to g.’t out on the 
bad deal. 

“These mistakes are not only disas¬ 
trous to the parties immediately con¬ 
cerned, but to the trade In general, ns 
by the error of the unlucky bidder an¬ 
other worthy contractor is unable to 
get the work at reasonable figures. 
Give the work to the next to the low¬ 
est bidder, 1 believe to be n good gen¬ 
eral rule.”—Omaha World-IIerald.

The First Great Improvement Made 
In Repeating Pistols. 

In this day of Improved firearms the 
fact that the first great improvement 
made in repeating pistols by Colonel 
Samuel Colt was patented In the day 
of our grandfathers is seldom recalled. 
It was Colonel Colt, then of New York, 
to whom was granted the patent, Feb. 
25, 1830. The original petition lu the 
case was destroyed by the fire In De¬ 
cember following. Tho letters patent 
were returned when application was 
made for tho reissue. Sept. 1, 1848. The 
original letters are signed by Andrew 
Jackson, president; Joint Forsyth, sec¬ 
retary of state, and Benjamin F. But¬ 
ler, attorney general. 

After describing bis invention Colo¬ 
nel Colt claims as new “the application 
of caps at the end of the cylinder, the 
application of a partition between the 
caps, the application of a shoulder over 
till? caps ns a security against moisture 
aud the action of smoke upon the 
works of the locks, the principle of the 
connecting rod between the hammer 
and the trigger, the application of the 
shackle.to connect the cylludcr with 
the ratchet," etc. 

There had been a revolver patented 
about 20 years before by one Collin, 
but until Colt’s invention little head¬ 
way was made. Indeed It wns not un¬ 
til Colt’s Invention had been given a 
trial by Major Sam Walker and his 
Texas rangers that it gained popular¬ 
ity and wns regarded ns a success. 
About the time Colonel Colt was ap¬ 
plying for a reissue, in 1848, Mr. Wes¬ 
son had filed an application for a re¬ 
peating firearm, by which the Smith & 
Wesson pistol of today is represented. 
—Washington Star.
